The rumor that Santa’ Anna, at the head of fifteen 
thousand men, had placed himself between General Tay- 
lor and General" Worth, has not only not been confirmed, 
but is entirely discredited It is very probable that Santa 
Anna will continue te~throw ont detachments to every 
point of the compass, for the purpose of harrassing our 
forces, and keeping them m a continual state of alarm. 
There is not a suficient force under the command of our 
Generals in that quarter, to mamtain such an attitude 
towards the enemy as would compel him to keep in one 
placo. "From hw large force, hes at liberty to send out 
bodies of hight cavalry and skirmishers tô scour the coun- 
try, and alarming our different poets, and keeping our 
army contmually in expectation of an attack, while m- 
stead of being able to assùme the offensive position, Gen. 
Taylor ig barely able to mamntain a defensive one. The 
extension of our line gives Santa Anna pecuhar mduce- 
ment for attack. e as undoubtedly showing a bold 
front, although it 1s affirmed as a thing of which there 18 
almost a moral certainty, that he is in fayor of peace, and 
would agree to terme if he would be safe im doing so 
Like the French jailor, who desired the Doke of Beau- 
vaw when that nobleman made his escape, to tie his (the 
julors) bands and gag him so that he mght not be ac- 
cused of conniving at the departure, so Santa Anua will 
be obliged to suffer a defeat at the hands of one man, be- 
fore he can ventnre upon making peace, Those who 
have good and solid facts from which to draw their con- 
clusions, confidently predict that the war cannot last lon- 
ger than the middle of next summer. Others declare 
they would as readily venture to prognésticate its contin- 
usnce for five years as for five months. 

It ia argued that even should we advance to the cuy 
of Mexico, we can but take it, and that the war will be, 
after ts capture and occupation, no nearer its termina- 
tion Menco a hilly country, and has greater natural 
defences than any other, perhaps, in the world. Pans is 
France, but Mexico, how paradoxical soever 1t may ap- 
peat, ig not Mexico, In other words, subdue the Capitol, 
and you do not necessarily subdus the country. Spain, 
Switzerland and Circassia are instanced as examples of 
the difficulty or impossibility of subjagatiag a country 
abounding in high table lands, and otherwise naturally 
defended against the footsteps of an invader. 

However this be, we must take all the towns on her 
coast before we can maintain such a system as i8 recom- 
mended in some quarters—to sieze her ports and depots,

` A Swooze In a Hammocn.—It wasone of those 
steaming, stifling, sweltering ` hot nights in 
August, when every breath of air seemed hke a 
young Sirocco, that myself and friend, having 
exhausted all the usual cooling expedients in the 
shape of ices, sherry cobblers, a lounge on the bat- 
tery, coatless, collarless, and all but shirtless, 
that we resolved in solemn conclaye assembled 
to “pipe up” for the night in our hammock on 
the top of the house at our residence in Brooklyn.

An advance 
company of about twenty-five wagons, is supposed to 
be now on Truckey’s Lake, while the most tardive, are 
in all probability at least 150 miles from the sink of Ma- 
y's River. The backward wagons, withont brisk travel, 
may find their mountam road obstructed by the snows, 
fear ıs already entertained for their safe arrival 

~= Mr. Brannan informs us that the emigration to Oregon 
was shill “rolling on;” that up tothe 28th day of Aug, 
seven hundred and seyenty wagons had passed Fort Hall, 
and before the expiration of the month, many more were 
expected 

” OF the “Mormon emigration,” there had arnyed at the 
great Salt Lake, up to August Tth, 480 souls This body, 
for the most part males, 1s but an advance of an extensive 
emigration soon to follow, and there was expected in ono 
week’s time, an additional caravan, consisting of four or 
five hundred wagons 

Here they havo laid off and commenced a town, plant- 
ed large crops, which are desenbed as bemg forward and

Sublime as the scene wag, it was too hor- 
rible to be Jong contemplated, and Romana, in 
mercy, gave orders for destroying them, bat it 
was found toe dangerous to attempt this; and 
after the last boats quitted the beach, the few 
horses that remained were still seen engaged in 
the dreadful work of mutual destruction.—[Sou- 
they's History of the Pemmsular War.

Enrror, “Oar sufferings 1s intolerable and cites 
aloud for relief” ‘Lhe text 1 wnte from to-day, I tako 
"from the “Sage of Lindenwold,” book aud chapter not 
recollected. A few days sinco, I returned from a ride 
over a large portion of th's very important agricultural 
and manufacturing part of Califorma. Your citizens of 
the coast do not appear fo know or appreciate the vast 
extent and vulue of this great valley Should I find’ 
time within a few days, I will endeavor to give you some! 
statistics of the number of inhabitants, extent, soil, wool-4 
growing, and innnenso water power of the American 
Fork, Cosomacy, Juba, Feather Rayer, and other tributa- 
nies of the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers At 
present I would ask, in bebalf of the suffered citizens of | 
this valley, the use of the columrs of your interesting 
sheet, the “tar,” to call the attention of the Governor 
and the citizens of San Francisco, Monterey, and of the 
coast generally, to the great importance of esfablishmg 
„a permauent mail and Post offices, from the const to theso 
valléyas at least as far as FortSacramenty In the courso 
of my travels, I found that this part of California was sit- 
tled altogether by Americans or foreigners—there is not 
a Californian ur Spaniard in this valley. I was pleased
